Postoflice Will Be Mov­ 
ed Next Week. 


Larmour Covered With 
Whitewash. 


Move Means Trouble for 
Postmaster. 


It is no v definitely settled that the 
Benton Harbor postoilice will be moved 
to the Hiukley building next Wednes­ 
day night, notwithstanding the protest 
of 90 -per ceut of the patrons of tlie 
otliee. 


This morning Mr. Thresher tele­ 
graphed the postoilice department and 
received the following reply: 


“J. P. Thresher, Benton 
Harbor, 
Mich: Present lease expires .‘list in­ 
stant. 
Four inspectors have recom­ 
mended removal to Hinkley building 
aud postmaster has been instructed to 
move. 
Perry S. Heath, first assistant 
postmaster general.” 


The four inspectors who came here 
were properly ‘‘sized” by tbe citizens. 
It was plainly evident that they were 
on a mission here to whitewash Lar­ 
mour and Huntington anc* after bear­ 
ing the unanimous protest of the peo­ 
ple these inspectors reported favor­ 
ably on the proposed move. 


The postoilice will be moved but the 
defeat of the people will be only mo­ 
mentary. Tbe lease of live years will 
never be completed. 
If the present 
representatives of the people refuse to 
listen to their constituents there will 
other men be elected who will. 


In the meantime charges will be pre­ 
ferred against Postmaster Huntington 
and be will wish he had acted square.

CONDITION OF CAMP WIKOFF. 


W a r lle p u r tn ie n t O lllcers on th e 
.Snfl'erinK o f .«tnldiens. 


Washington. Aug. 27.—General Cor­ 
bin, adjutant general of the army, says 
no complaint has reached the war de­ 
partment 
from 
any 
major general, 
brigadier general, colonel or men of the 
army regarding want or destitution or 
lack of supplies for the care of the 
troops. No demand has been made for 
supplies other than the regular requisi­ 
tions for troops whleh come In the (jrdl- 
nary routine way. General Corbin de­ 
clined to be Interviewed on the subject 
of the many stories afloat regarding 
destitution and mismanagement of the 
war, saying that the facts will come out 
in due |>ne, and the people will see for 
themselves what was done. The whole 
department Is greatly stirred over the 
many newspaper accounts of what has 
been going on. and it was the subject 
of discussion everywhere about the war 
department, but apparently each head 
of a bureau believes that an Investiga­ 
tion of the subject will vindicate him 
and his department. 


The oiflcers in Washington say that 
the accounts of suffering have been ex­ 
aggerated, but if there has been suf­ 
fering further than the incidents of 
war naturally would bring about the 
fault has not been with the oflicers in 
the department here. Each oflicer pro­ 
fesses to be ready and willing that there 
should be on investigation. 
Some offi­ 
cers say It will be necessary and wel­ 
come a complete congressional Inquiry 
which will bring out all the facts. One 
of the complaints which had been made 
was in regard to the Eighth New York 
at Chickamauga. 


It is stated at the war department 
that General Boynton, in command at 
Chickamauga. had 
been 
ordered 
tr* 
make a thorough and complete investi­ 
gation of the hospitals at that place to 
ascertain how the men have fared, and 
report all the facts to the department. 
If there have been any shortcomings he 
is instructed to ascertain who is respon­ 
sible and to include the names of those 
found faulty in his report, 
omcera of 
the war department deprecate the m an­ 
ner in which complaints have been 
made, on the ground that the whole 
matter 
will 
discredit 
the American 
army and have a bad effect on dis­ 
cipline. 


The soldier®, they say, will be made to 
believ'e that 
they have been badly 
treated, that they are being imposed 
upon, and at some juncture it may re­ 
sult in mutiny and insubordination, for 
the reason that the troops in case of 
some order which seems especiaUy hard 
will take matters into their own hands, 
claiming that the people are with them. 
It is claimed that if the stories are all 
true It will indicate that the American 
army is of really little account and can­ 
not bear hardships. 
/ ‘W ar is a tragedy, from one end to 
the other,” said a prominent omcer of 
the departm ent. 
“There were some 
people who thought it was a picnic, and 
that the war in Cuba was to be a holi­ 
day tim e In Cuba, No man who knew 
anything about the Qllmats, ths dllllcuk 
tiss and tha trials which would have to 


No Jttstlflcatlon for the Complaint« Mad«, 
8»yi Secretary Al^cr. 


New York, Aug. 27.—-Secretary Alger 
arrived in this city last night. 
In an 
interview he said: “I did not find the 
rondition of Camp Wikoff nearly as bad 
as I had expccted. 
I cannot see that 
there la any Justification in the talk 
that either the ill or the well soldiers 
are not properly treated. I think there 
are sufTlclent 
accommodations for all 
soldiers who wiil go to Camp Wikoff, 
and especially now that so many there 
have been given furloughs." 


Secretary Alger was asked ‘‘How do 
you account for the confusion and lack 
af facilities at Camp Wikoff?” 


To this General Alger replied: "Did 
you ever go into camp with 100, or even 
fifty, men? 
If so you know there is 
much confusion with that number of 
men. What do you suppose It must be 
then with thousands? To a person who 
knows but little about soldiering there 
may appear to be much confusion and 
privation, but it is only what is to bo 
expccted in roughing- it. On many occa­ 
sions T myself have been In camp and 
have encountered the?e things. I found 
many st>ldi<^rs lying with nothing but a 
blanket between them and the ground. 
Still there W'^'e thousands of bags in 
camp. 
I asked the men why they did 
not nil the Imgs with straw, of whleh 
there weie a large quantity In camp, 
and so make l>ods for tlieiiiselves. They 
said they had not thought of such a 
thing.” 


“Then,” 
the secretary 
was 
asked 
again, “you 
eanot see that there 
is 
jusliileation in the cumi)laints whleh 
have been made?” 


“None,” he replied. "If there was any 
lack of medicines or ncces?ary supi'lies 
the blame would be on thos'> whosi-duty 
it was to order the.‘-e thlng^^.

WAS BUILT IN FOUR WEEKS. 


\ 
T he W alls are C onstructed H eavy 
Enough for a Five Story Bulld- 
Inar Which Is Planned. 


Contractor F. F. Pratt will finish his 
work on the room to be used for the 
postollice in the new Hinkley block to­ 
night. 
It was only four weeks ago that 
the work on the big building was be­ 
gun and only by working his force of 
men night and day was the contractor 
able to complete his contract. 
Only 
the putting in of the furniture is neces­ 
sary to make the room ready for Uncle 
Sam. The other parts of the building 
will not bo completed for some tira^ 
y«t. 


Though the unanimous opinion of the 
public is bitterly opposed to planting 
the postotlice in this location, and en­ 
raged over the snap game employed to 
secure its location there, that feeling 
does not hinder the people from ac­ 
knowledging that the building itself 
is one of the prettiest and best in the 
city. 
It is built on a stone foundation 
five feet wide and laid in pure Portland 
cement. 
The brick walls of the tirst 
story are 20 inches thick and the in­ 
tention is to some day make the build- 
inii five stories in height. 


The building is 74 feet long, 50 feet 
wide at the front and 72 feet w’ide at 
the rear. 
The front is built of pressed 
red brick and the upper stories contain 
three bay windows and a tine tower 
decorates the corner of the roof. From 
the tower stands a high flag stalT. 
The 
front elevation was designed by Archi­ 
tect John V. Starr of St. .loseph. 


The basement ceiling is 9 feet high, 
the first floor 14 feet and the second 
fioor 12 feet. 
Large fire proof vaults 
have been constructed on the first and 
second floors and the upper 
rooms 
finished otT especially for the use of of­ 
fices.

The Tcnom o f ThcM Serpents 1« »tore 


Fatal Than That of tlio Cobra and a 
Mere Sorafcch From Their Fans« W ill 
Produce Serious Result«. 


Not only do various reptiles and other 
qnoer creatures abound iu the forests 
and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
surrounding water of these intorcstiug 
islands team with veritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire existence in the water, pos­ 
sess deadly fangs. 
They are a great 
menace to the fishermen, who are con­ 
stantly exposed to their attacks. 


Technically speaking, scicnce has 
named 
the group the Hydrophidic. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
only in the possession of a flat, paddle­ 
like tail. These reptiles inhabit tho 
tropical seas of tho old world and occa­ 
sionally attain a length of 8 feet. Dr. 
Rudolph Weber, professor of drawing 
in Princeton university, observed large 
numbers of these creatures while on a 
steamer bound for Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
was iu charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took speeial notice of 
them. He says that when tho vessel was 
some 50 miles off the coast myriads of 
sea snakes could bo seen swimming 
about as far as tho eye could reach. 
They kept upon the surface, and several 
distinct species were recoguized among 
them. 


During calm weather these reptiles 
may bo seen sunning themselves upon 
tho surface of tho sea, remaining mo­ 
tionless except for a slight undulation 
caused by tho movement of tho water. 
When alarmed, tho agile reptiles dive 
like arrows, leaving a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extreme­ 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded with black, while others 
are tinted with delicate shades of green. 


The food of sea snakes consists entire­ 
ly of fishe.s. Frequently fishes armed 
with long sharp spines fall victims to 
their appetites. 
Among these are tho 
apogous ond siluroids, which are fur­ 
nished with spines three and five inches 
long. But these do not embarrass tho 
voracious reptile in tho least. 
Tho vic­ 
tim is first killed by the snake’s poison, 
after which it is swallowed head first. 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
tho tail of the victim, and being ulaxed 
in death, are compressed against tho 
body of tho fish as deglutition proceeds. 
While in search of their prey, sea 
snakes sometimes venture a short dis­ 
tance up tho mouth of largo rivers. 


Dr. Weber records an instance where 
ho was fishing in one of tlio rivers on 
the oast coast of Sumatra. Ho was using 
a dragnet and had cornered a number 
of medium sized fish. As the net was 
being brought in, two largo sea snakes 
suddenly made their appearance inside. 
They showetl no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but wore hurrietlly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
cease operations until the last fish had 
disappeared, when tho formidable crea­ 
tures made their escape. 


Being air breathers, tho sea snakes 
lead a similar existence to tho whale. 
Scientists have expressed much interest 
as to how long they can remain imder 
water. 
Professor R. P. Witfield of tho 
American Museum of Natural History, 
while dragging for corals, saw a largo 
sea snako lying motionless among some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
tho .surface. It sliowod no signs of fear 
and remained iu tho same position for 
half iin hour. The venom of these rep­ 
tiles is oven more deadly than that of 
the cobra. The fiuigs are very short, 
and consequently do not penetrate so 
deep as the fangs of most serpents, but 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to produce serious results. 
Owing to 
their great shyness accidents are very 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
victim. 
As the eyes aro adapted only 
for uso in the water they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
living for days when removed from 
their native element. 


Many specimens hauled up iu fisher­ 
men’s nets have beeu sent to zoological 
gardens. 
The London gardens even 
went so far as to bui^d a special tank 
lor their accommodation. 
But these 
captured speoimns either die en route 
or a short time after being placed in 
captivity. 
Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food and ul­ 
timately starve to death. Around the 
numerous volcanic islands of the Malay­ 
an archipelago those reptiles are par­ 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among these islands, which are 
hardly more thau the body of tho vol­ 
cano. 


During the time of an eruption the 
lew people residing near by take to the 
water iu their boats to escapo the rain 
of ashes and mud. 


It is generally a case of jumping 
from tho frying pan into the fire, how­ 
ever. 
At such times the sea becomes 
uncomfortably warm from its close 
proximity to the burning mountain, 
and tho sea snakes swim wildly about 
for escape. 
They endeavor to climb 
over tho gunwales of tho rofugees’ 
boats, while they twine their bodies in 
groat masses about the forward chains. 


When about to lay their eggs, these 
serpents approach the shore. The eggs 
aro laid abovo high water murk and 
left to hutch by the heat of the sun. 
Many creatures prey upon the young 
reptiles. 
Among their enemies are 
sharks and other largo fishes, while the 
adults, iu spite of their deatii dealing 
faugs, fall victims to sea eagles aud 
largo gulls. After the great typhoons, 
wbicb are eommon iu the Philippines 
and their vicinity, many ol these erea^ 
tureim ay be found along the beaeb, 
where they have been east up during 
the storm and killed by tbe violent 
ndtng of tbe wavei.-»New Voik

followinfi year. She .spent days looking 
in the (mtskirts of Paris for a suitable 
landncape in which to place her nuidid. 
One morning she found near Sevres u 
Held inclosed by ft‘nce paling.«, beyond 
which a walk overgrown with grass lost 
itself under willow’s, through whoso 
young shoots the sun shone brightly 
Half way up the walk, on a background 
ot grayish grceu hushe.s, with an outline 
almost as soft as that of smoke, stood a 
robust apple tree, broadly spreading its 
flowery branches. The whole scene was 
filled with tender, fresh, stirring har 
mony, W’ith spring itself.
